The poison 
ing occurred on board the Cunard steamer Servia 
nearly four months ago, and the unfortunate victim 
is still in agony, lingering between life and death. 
But for an unusuaily robust constitution he would 
have long ago paid with his life the penalty of a 
steward’s carelessness. Mr. Wertheimer tells the 
following story of the poisoning. He has been 
accustomed to make frequent trips across the Atjan- 
tic in the interest of his business.

New York, June a Do you know that the sail- 
ors in the United States Navy are half starved?"

“What do you mean?" asked the reporter. 

“I mean simply what I say. They are starved 
and also robbed, and if their treatment was gen- 
erally known there would not be one recruit where 
there are now ten. I would like to see the publica-

“Of what do you chiefly complain?” 
“Of the food. For we 
have hard tack, which has to be broken with a 
hammer, and so-called coffee, a decoction more 
resembling burnt saw-dust and hot water. Once a 
week, roast beef is served, and while it is of the 
poorest quality it is really the 
ONLY MEAT WE GET. 
At other meals we are om cuts of salt rk with 
five inches of fat. and of twenty pounds of it we have 
only about one doflean. It is impossible to 
eat the fat and the men throw it overboard. One 
da in the week we are dealt 
ou so-called boiled beef, is 
as tough as a piece of canvas. 
But of all the stuff served to us sailors the worst by '

It may be a genuine portrait, that which the 
Globe-Democrat prints of SrETHXN B. ELK1ns, 
the old partner and successor of Sri W. 
DorsEy, in the management of the Republican 
party, but it is a remarkably striking likeness 
ot our Joun T. Crisp. Crisp and ELKINS 
used to live within a few miles of each other 
in Jackson County, were both students at 
Missouri University, and have ever since been 
kindred spirits. , 

But ELxres early discovered that the Repub- 
lican party was the one for an enterprising 
politician to get rich in. He went to New 
Mexico, got into the Territorial Legislature, be- 
came Territorial Attorney-General and subse- 
quently U. S. Attorney under ANDY JOHNSON. 
He managed to retain the office under GRANT, 
and to become Territorial Delegate. In these 
positions he endeared himself to BLarve and 
other party leaders who appreciated 
the opportunities connected with the influential 
manipulation of old Mexican grants, Star Route 
contracts and department rulings with refer- 
ence to public lands, Indian affairs, eto. Four- 
teen years ago he organized the First National 
Bank of Santa Fe, of which he is still president, 
and which has made a mint ef money out of 
Government deposits. He was the original in- 
ventor of the Star Route business, is supposed 
to be the largest land-owner in New Mexico, if 
not in the United States, and is in railroad and 
mining operations with BLAINE and most of the 
money-making statesmen at Washington. 

It is charged by Col. A. K. McCiurg that 
ELKINS first bought Ex-Senator CLArrox and 
his salable Arkansas followers and went on 
riddling the Southern Arthur delegatiops 
until be had halt of Texas and half of Mis- 
souri, and part of three other Southern 
delegations had been hired to come to BLAINE 
on the second or third ballot.

PROTECTED INDUSTRIES. 

When last heard from the Bureau of Agri- 
culture was assiduously endeavoring to raise 
tea in North Carolina. It raised tea. The tea 
was of a very fine quality. The only fault that 
could be found with it was that it cost about $6, - 
000 a pound, and as we were not trying to dis- 
pose of our surplusin that way the tea farm 
was abandoned and the Commissioner now 
buys his tea at the grocery. 

From tea it is natural to turn to sugar, and 
the Commissioner we now learn is going to 
develop the sugar industry of the country along 
four belts. He is going to stimulate the maple 
sugar of Vermont, the potential beet root, and 
the succulent sorghum, and wind up by raising 
cane from Florida ‘to California. No mention 
is made of the glucose industry, which is surely 
entitled to recognition. 

If it were possible to be astonished by any of 
the vagaries of amateur governmentalism in 
Washington, we might express our astonish- 
ment at the absurdly small number of indus- 
tries which the Agricultural Bureau takes un- 
der its fostering care. Cane sugar and sorghum 
sugar and the toothsome cakes of maple sugar are 
proper subjects of the care of a truly paternal 
Government. It is one of the functions of a 
complete Government to see that the maple 
syrup on the matutinal buckwheat cake is not 
only pure in quality but sufficient in quantity. 
When the American citizen wants ‘‘a little 


sugar in his’n,” and wants the best sugar, he 


ought to get it, if it takes a small army of of- 
fice holders to attend to it. But there are other 
interests beside those of sugar. 

Why is no attention paid to the great national 
delicacy of pop-corn? The cultivation of pop- 
corn is in its infancy, crude, tentative, and ex- 
perimental. There is every reason to believe 
that if the Government went into the pop-corn 
business the rural railroad traveler might in 
time be able to get two balls for five cents in- 
stead of one—a saving to the country of mill- 
ions of dollars. 

And then the peanut! Who looks after the 
peanut? The peanut crop is allowed to taze 


| care of itself. The Bureau of Agriculture gives 


no thought whatever to the peanut, which fills 


civilization. 


| Why does the Bureau of Agriculture pick out 


a few special industries and neglect so many? 
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A working-man at Pierce City wrftes that be 
is pleased with the labor taffy planks in the Re-

A magnificent piece of wood carving and artistic

A CELEBRATED CASE. 


Appeal tothe United States Supreme Court 
Allowed in the Myers Case. 

A dispatch was received by City Counselor Bell, 
this morning, from the clerk of the Supreme Court 
at Jefferson City, stating that Chief Justice Hough 
had aproved the bond tendered by the city and al- 
lowed the writ of error in fhe Myers case. The case, 
however, goes to the Supreme Court of the United 
States for determination. 

The bond given by the city was for $70,000, and 
was signed by Samuel Cupples and Jacob 8. Mer- 
rill as securities. ese geutiemen have no iiterest 
in the controversy other than as citizens of 
St. Louis, and tney loaned the city their names 
in order that it might not be deprived of a hearing 
before the Supreme Court of the United States. The 

city is exempted by law from giving security in the 
| State courts when taking an appeal, but in the Fed- 
eral courts it is required to give security as any 
other litigant. 

The Myers case has been in court ten years, and 
is likely to remaim there for a considerabie time to 
come. In December the State Supreme Court, by 
Judges Hough, Heury and Norton, decided in favor 
of the city, Judges Sherwood and Ray dissenting. 
A rehearing was had, and on last Monday the court, 
by Judges Sherwood, Ray and Norton, decided 
against the city. Judges Hough and Henry disaeni- 
ing. The result was produced by Judge Norton 
changing his position on the questions involved. 
The plaintiff, John C. Meyers, recovered a judgment 
of £35,000 against the city for injuries alleged to 
have been sustained to his saw-mill property by the 
construction of. the Bryan street dike in 1874. The 
| case has had two trials in the Circuit Court, one in 

the Court of Appeals, two in the State Supreme 
' Court, and it is now to have a hearing before the 
Supreme Court of the Supreme States.
